THE INFLUENCE OF PSYCHOSOCIAL STRESSORS O N  SMOKING CESSATION 

AND MAINTENANCE OF CESSATION 

THE NATIONAL HEART, LUNG, AND BLOOD PISTITUTE 

The National Heart ,  Lung, and Blood Insti tute supports a var ie ty  of research 
programs related to smoking as a risk fac tor  in cardiovascular and pulmonary 
disease. These programs include epidemiologic and toxicologic studies, as well as 
research on educational and heal th  behavior interventions. 

* I. .  	 The objective of this program announcement is to encourage research act ivi t ies  
which will c lar i fy  t h e  influence of psychosocial stressors on smoking, smoking 
cessation, and t h e  maintenance of cessation. I t  has been hypothesized t h a t  
c i g a r e t t e  smoking may function as a s t ress  reducing o r  coping behavior for  cer ta in  
individuals. These individuals apparently increase their  smoking behavior in 
stressful circumstances;  if they stopped smoking, there  is a tendency towards 
relapse under such circumstances.  The da ta  in support  of this  hypothesis has  been 
derived f r c 9  several  sources, but lacks sufficient integration to provide a compre­
hensive and' definit ive s t a t e m e n t  concerning t h e  na ture  of t h e  stress-smoking 
interaction. '  Further  research is needed to clarify this  issue and to provide
practical  direction for  smoking cessation programs. 

Examples cf relevant questions include: 

1. 	 Can t h e  e x t e n t  to which an  individua! relies on smoking to  cope with environ­
mentai  and social stressors be used as a predictor for  t h e  most  appropriate  
cessation approach? 

2. Can appropriate  s t ra teg ies  b e  developed for  training smokers in t h e  use of 
a l te rna t ive  	coping behaviors as a means of enhancing smoking cessation and 
cessation maintenance (e.g., st ress  management training)? 

3. 	 Are t h e r e  specif ic  si tuational stressors which increase the likelihood of 
relapse ? 

4. 	 Are t h e r e  differential  responses to t h e  stress-smoking interaction in 
subgroups of smokers which influence t h e  cessation process? Examples of 
subgroups include: women smokers, smokers of low nicotine yield cigaret tes ,  
and t h e  large numbers of smokers who have quit  without formal  cessation 
programs._. 

This program is described in t h e  Cata log  of Federal  Domest ic  Assistance number 
13.837, Heart  and Vascular Diseases Research. Awards will be made ucder t h e  
authori ty  of t h e  Public Health Service Act,  Tit le 111, Section 301 (Public Law 78-
410, as an-iended; 42 USC 241) and administered under PHS grant  policies and 
Federal  Regulations 4 2  CFR Par t  52 and 45  CFR P a r t  74. This program is not 
subject to A-95 Clearinghouse or  Health Systems Agency Review. 
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This list is intended to provide examples only and does not preclude t h e  submission 
of applications involving other  research approaches to t h e  basic issue under 
considera tion. 

The  1979 Surgeon General's Report  emphasized t h a t  smoking is especially 
threatening for  smokers who possess cer ta in  additional risk fac tors  which increase 
the i r  susceptibility to t h e  adverse health effects of smoking. The  NRLBI is 
particularly interested in research applications which t a r g e t  those adult  smokers 
who a r e  at increased risk for  cardiovascular disease as a result  of t h e  combination 
of smoking and o ther  exacerbat ing personal and/or environmental  characterist ics.  
Two examples of such high risk populations a r e  post-myocardial infarction 
smokers who continue to smoke, and employees exposed to workplace chemicals 
which may have increased adverse effects on t h e  hear t  and blood vessels when 
combined with smoking. Since major Targeted research programs addressing 
smoking by adolescents and smoking by pregnant women a r e  a l ready supported by 
t h e  National Insti tute of Child Health and Human Development, these  two 
populations a r e  excluded from t h e  scope of this program announcement. 

I t  is expected t h a t  all  applications responding to this  program announcement will 
be sensitive to t h e  range of methodological and conceptual issues which may 
influence t h e  effect iveness  of a given smoking cessation program. Examples of 
these  issues are: t h e  necessity of long-term assessment and follow-up, 
verification of cessation through t h e  use cf objective measures of c igare t te
consumption, and evaluation of subject- trea  tm ent matching.

NATIONAL HLART, LUNG, AND BLOOD INSTITUTE 

The National Heart ,  Lung, and Blood Insti tute (NHLRI), Division of Blood Diseases 
and Resources, supports programs designed to reduce t h e  mortal i ty  and morbidity
of sickle cell  disease by improving diagnostic and t r e a t m e n t  methodologies and 
providing resources for  biomedical research, both at t h e  basic and clinical levels. 

The purpose of this  program announcement is to encourage well-conceived 
research e f f o r t s  to invest igate  t h e  possible role(s) of soluble and cellular c lot t ing 
fac tors  in t h e  pathogenesis of sickle cell  disease. Applications are sought which 
will lead to a be t te r  understanding of t h e  contributions, if any, of t h e  hemostatic,  
coagulation and fibrinolytic systems in t h e  vaso-occlusive episode which is t h e  
clinical “hallmark” of sickle cell  disease. The frequency, severity,  and variability
of this  clinical event ,  along with psychological factors ,  complicate  e f for t s  for  a n  
objective assessment and t h e  available d a t a  on t h e  role of hemostat ic  factor: a r e  
contradictory and inconclusive. Therefore,  we wish to s t imulate  research s tucies  
relevant to clarifying this a r e a  of special emphasis.

SMALL VESSEL PROSTHESES 

NATIONAL HEART, LUNG, AND BLOOD INSTITUTE 

The National Heart ,  Lung, and Blood Insti tute has a specific in te res t  in supporting 
research which will lead to t h e  development of small caliber (5mm or less) 
vascular grafts. In current  surgical practice,  autologous vascular t issue is used 
whenever possible for  repair  or replacement procedures involving small caliber 
vessels because these  tissues maintain patency be t te r  than commercialy available 
prostheses. There is a clinical need for  small caliber graf t s  which will remain 
pa ten t  when used in coronary bypass, pediatric vascular repair, peripheral vascular 
replacement,  and vascular access for renal dialysis or chemotherapy. Graf t s  with 
poor runoff a r e  particularly prone to failure; autologous vein graf t s  for  coronary 
bypass of ten develop intimal proliferation, narrowing t h e  lumen and leading to 
failure. The mechanisms of failure, or appropriate means to prevent or c o r r e c t  
such failures, have not been identified. The National Heart ,  Lung, and Blood 
Insti tute encourages interested investigators to submit meritorious research grant  
applications t o  study basic mechanisms of failure and/or seek potential  solutions 
to problems.which will lead to t h e  development of more  successful small  vessel 
prostheses. 

A long-range goal 3 f  this program is to develop natural or synthet ic  g r a f t  
materials 2i.ad t h e  clinical protocols for implantation of small  caliber vascular 
prostheses ir. humans. The development of successful small vessel prostheses may 
involve contributions from mater ia ls  science, sur face  chemistry,  rheology, 
pharmacology, hematology, vascular surgery and veterinary medicine. 
Applications submit ted in response to this announcement should have a clearly 
focused hypothesis regarding t h e  failure mechanism of current ly  available 
mater ia ls  when used as graf t s  of this  small s ize  and for  human pat ient  use. The 
research plan may propose a direct  demonstration of t h e  importance of th i s  
failure mechanism, or may seek new ways to prevent failure. I t  is not necessary 
t h a t  t h e  proposal actual ly  test graf ts  or grafting procedures but it may examine 
relevant d i x r e t e  components of t h e  problem. While g r a f t  fa i lure  may be t h e  
result  of complex interactions,  experimental  designs should include appropriate 
controls with al terat ion of a single variable at a time. 

Potent ia l  studies might involve investigation and demonstration of failure 
mechanisms at low flow using model .systems or through analysis of retr ieved

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implants, development of new mater ia ls  with appropriate character izat ion and 
validation, identification of pharmacologic regimens to prevent failure, or 
development and validation of appropriate animal models for  specified 
applications; other  topic  a reas  will also be appropriate. Research may involve 
current ly  available or new materials; studies may b e  conducted in animals, or  in 
adults or children with due regard for  all  relevant e thical  considerations. 

Experimental methods should identify t h e  techniques to be employed to 
charac te r ize  t h e  physical and chemical properties of t h e  g r a f t  materials. The 
sur face  chemistry,  porosity, roughness, and compliance of a g r a f t  may contr ibute  
to its performance in vivo. Investigations which focus on any al terat ion or 
manipulation of a physicochemical property should discuss methodology t o  
actually measure this  variable. NMLBI has recently published Guidelines on 
Physicochemical Character izat ion of Materials (NIH Publication No. 80-2 186) to 
aid researchers in describing t h e  bulk and surface properties of materials. In 
addition, investigators may request NIH t o  provide them with samples of well-
character ized polymers (polydimethylsiloxane, polyethylene, and FEP Teflon) to 
serve as primary reference mater ia ls  in providing baseline data.  Guidelines for  
studies of blood-material interactions a r e  also available (NIH Publication No. 80-
2185); these  guidelines discuss in vitro, ex  vivo, and --in vivo tes t ing techniques and 
summarize d a t a  f rom several  animal models for  tes t ing cardiovascular devices. 

Support for  this research is available through investigator init iated research 
grants.
